This essay 
Is filled with the historic sense. We 
ought not to accuse Emerson because 
he lacked appreciation of the fine arts, 
bat rather admire the truly Goethean 
spirit in which be insisted upon the 
reality of arts of which he had no un- 
derstanding. 
This \F the same spirit 


which led him to insist on the valvo 
of the Eastern poets. Perhapt there 
exist a few scholars who can tell us 
how far Kiaerson understood or mte- 
anderstood Saaitl and FinJosI and 
the Koran. But we need not be di«- 
turbed for his learning. It Is enough 
that he makes us rccoenlze that the<% 
men were wen. too. and that fheir 
writing? tnenn something not unknow- 
able to us. The East added nothing 
to Emerson, but gave him a few trap- 
pines of speech.—John Jay Chapman.
